By-passing the polnt of whe- 
ther this will be “good” or “bad” 
for Japan, it must be admitted 
that a general air of unconcern 
about defence prevails today. 
All branches of the present de- 
fence system are undermanned 
as recruiting drives fail to at~ 
tract necessary quotas. Even the 
prospect of receiving a pilot's 
iraining—with a view to an 
eventual carcer in clvil aviation 
fails to tempt the youth of 
Japan to don a uniform. 


The Wages Deliberative Coun- 
cil, after four months’ study, has 
recommended the adoption of a 
minimum wage system which, if 
implemented, will give the 
workers of Japan a guaranteed 
basic income hitherto .denled 
them. The WDC rejected the 
demands of Sohyo—the Japan 
General Council of Trade Unions 
—that ao minimum of Y¥8,000 
(£8) monthly be pald all work- 
crs. Instead it proposes to 
establish minimums on a region- 
ol basis (a5 practisea in: Aus- 
tralin with each State having o 
somewhat different basic swage), 
and also in line with the actual 
character of the work itself. 


Big Industry In Japan has 
recently gone fo great pains to 
deny it thrives on “sweated 
labour” and it is not likely much 


opposition to a minimum wage 
of falr proportions will come 
from this quorter.. But Iobour 
here ig militant today and will 
certainly not sctile too easily 
for “awards” which do not mect.

TO DOCK’ 
EMPLOYEES 
The following is the text of 
the reply of the Colonial 
Seeretary to: a letter 
addressed to His Ex- 
cellency the Governor 
from the Hongkong Naval 
Dockyard Chinese Em- 
ployees’ Industelal Union 


about the closure of the 


. Yard. 

The reply was delivered to the 
Chairman of the -Unlon this 
morning: os 

“Lam directed by ‘His Excel- 
lency the Governor to inform 
you that he has read your letter 
of December 24, 1037, and its 
enclosure. His Excellency sym- 
pathises with the understandable 
anxiety {elt by Dockyard cm- 
ployecs over the possible con- 
sequences to them of the closure 
of the Royal Naval Dockyard 
and has directed me to assure 
you that everything that can be 
done by the Hongkong Govemn- 
ment In co-operation with the 
Royal Naval authorities will be 
done to obtaln for those affected 
offers of other employment. It 
was to mitigate the hardships 
which would ariso. if large 
numbers of employees were all 
forced to seck alternative em- 
ployment at tho same time and 
to give the longést ' possible 
perlod for adjustment that the 
date for the final closure of the 
Royal Naval Dockyard was de- 
llberately deferred until Novem- 
per 30, 1959, The task of finding 
other employment is one which 
entails a considerable amount of 
detailed prepsratory work be- 
fore results are evident but a 
promising start has been made 
ond in this connection I-am to 
invite your attention to the en- 
closed Interim report by the 
Chairman of the Employment 
Advisory Committee on the 
practical’ measures already 
taken.” .
